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1 . DECLARATION ON SOUTHERN AFRICA-- 

INDIAN PERM REP JAIPAL TOLD US AND UK MISOFFS HE HAD CONSULTED 
TANZANIAN AND ZAMBIAN PERM REPS AND INTENDS TO CALL A MEETING 
APRIL 25 OF NONALIGNED MEMBERS OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 

AT WHICH TIME HE WILL CONTINUE TO PRESS FOR THE DECLARATION 
ON SOUTHERN AFRICA. HE STATED HE WILL ADVISE THE REPRESEN- 
TATIVES OF LIBYA. MAURITIUS AND BENIN THAT SINCE THEY 
HAVE THE MANDATE OF THE AFRICAN GROUP TO ACCEPT THE DEC- 
LARATION, THEY SHOULD NOT HAVE TO RETURN TO THE GROUP FOR 
FURTHER AGREEMENT. JAIPAL SAID IT WILL BER VERY DIFFICULT 
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TO CHANGE THE WORDING IN PARAGRAPH 14 OF THE DECELARATION ABOUT 
"LIBERATION MOVEMENTS RECOGNIZED BY THE OAU," AND HE 
ASKED IF THE WESTERN FIVE COULD ACCEPT THE DECLARATION AS A 
WHOLE BUT ENTER RESERVATIONS ON THIS SENTENCE AND OTHERS 
THEY CANNOT ACCEPT. 

ZAIRIAN PERM REP UMBA DI LUTETE TOLD AMB YOUNG THE DECLARATION 
SHOULD BE ADOPTED URGENTLY, OTHERWISE PRETORIA WILL COME TO 
THE CONCLUSION ITS SECURITY IS NOT JEOPARDIZED BY OUTSIDE 
PRESSURE. ZAIRE, HE SAID. INITIALLY OPPOSED IDEA OF 
DECLARATION, BUT RELENTED AFTER STRONG INTERVENTION IN 
FAVOR OF CONCEPT OF DECLARATION IN AFRICAN GROUP MEETING BY 
NIBERIAN AMB HARRIMAN. (CONFIDENTIAL -USUN 1221, 1224) 

2. LIBYAN PERM REP KIKHIA’S MEETING WITH AMB YOUNG- 

IN COURTESY CALL ON LIBYAN AMB KIKHIA, AMB YOUNG 
EXPLAINED HOW THE US HOPED TO ACHIEVE CHANGES IN NAMIBIA 
AND RHODESIA; SAID IT WOULD BE HELPFUL IF THE AFRICAN GROUP 
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AND NONALIGNED DID NOT PRESS THEIR RESOLUTIONS, OVER WHICH 
VETO SHADOW WOULD BE CAST; EXPRESSED HOPE THAT THE SC WOULD 
ADOPT THE DELCARATION BY CONSENSUS, AND ADDED THE US 
WOULD APPRECIATE ANYTHING LIBYA COULD DO TO FURTHER 
THAT EFFORT. KIKHIA SAID THE AFRICAN GROUP DID NOT WANT 
TO EMBARASS THE US AND UK BY PROMOTING RESOLUTIONS THEY WOULD 
HAVE TO VETO; LIBERATION MOVEMENTS DO NOT FAVOR THE DECLARATION; 
AND AFRICANS WILL NOW AWAIT OUTCOME OF THE WESTERN DEMARCHE 
TO SOUTH AFRICA. HE COMMENTED THAT IF THE WESTERN POWERS 
DID NOT PURSUE THE DECLARATION IT WOULD RELIEVE DIVISIVE TEN- 
DENCIES WITHIN THE AFRICAN GROUP. HE REMARKED THAT THE SC 
HAD JUST WITNESSED A "TRAGIC EXPERIENCE" WITH THE BENIN 
ISSUE WHEN THE AFRICANS TURNED ON EACH OTHER, AND SAID LIBYA 
WANTS THE AFRICAN GROUP TO TAKE A DEFINITIVE POSITION ON 
WHETHER TO SUPPORT A DECLARATION OR A CONSENSUS STATEMENT. 

TURNING TO THE MIDDLE EAST, YOUNG COMMENTED THAT A MAJOR 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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ISSUE FOR THE GENEVA CONFERENCE WAS THE DISPOSITION OF THE 
PALESTINIAN REPRESENTATION QUESTION. KIKHIA ASKED HOW THE US 
COULD PLAY A ROLE IN THE MIDDLE EAST WHEN IT DOES NOT REC- 
OGNIZE ONE OF THE PARTIES TO THE DISPUTE. HE BRIEFLY 
REVIEWED OUTSTANDING PROBLEM AREAS IN US-LIB YAN BILATERAL 
RELATIONS, AND STATED THAT ALTHOUGH FROM "PRACTICAL" VIEW- 
POINT LIBYA DOES NOT NEED THE US, IT DOES SEEK BETTER RE- 
LATIONS. AMONG OTHER THINGS, HE SAID " WE WANT TO 
BUY NOW FROM THE US, BUT YOU REFUSE TO SEEL TO US." 

HE ALSO SPOKE OF ACCUSATIONS IN AMERICAN PRESS THAT LIBYA 
SUPPORTS TERRORISM, AND ASKED WHETHER THE USG COULD HELP 
COMBAT ANTI-LIBYAN PROPAGANDA IN THE US NEWS MEDIA. 

CONVERSATION ENDED WITH BOTH AMBASSADORS AGREEING ON IM- 
PORTANCE OF STAYING IN TOUCH. (CONFIDENTIAL -USUN 1216) 

3. SITUATION IN ZAIRE- 

APRIL 21 LETTER TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT FROM 
ZAIRE'S PERM REP UMBA DE LUTETE REQUESTED THE SC PRESIDENT 
TO DESIGNATE AN OFFICIAL MISSION TO GO TO ZAIRE TO VIEW 
"PHYSICAL PROOF" SEIZED BY ZAIRIAN ARMED FORCES. AFTER 
SC PRESIDENT CONSALVI (VENEZUELA) INFORMED THE ZAIRIAN 
AMBASSADOR THAT SUCH A MISSION WOULD REQUIRE AUTHORIZATION 
BY THE COUNCIL, UMBA DI LUTETE WROTE A SECOND LETTER TO 
"CLARIFY" HIS REQUEST BY SAYING HE ONLY WISHED TO HAVE UNDP 
REP IN KINSHASA FOLLOW THE SITUATION THERE AS CLOSELY AS POSS- 
IBLE. THUS, THERE WILL NOT BE A COUNCIL MEETING ON ZAIRE 
AT THIS TIME. 

UMBA DI LUTETE STRESSED TO AMB YOUNG THAT ZAIRE IS CLEARLY 
FACED WITH AN INVASION FROM ABROAD, THOUGH HE ADDED THAT 
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GOZ HAS DOMESTIC OPPONENTS AS ALL GOVERNMENTS DO. HE 
SAID THE US IS ABSOLUTELY CORRECT NOT TO INTERVENE MILL 
TARILY BECAUSE THIS WOULD RISK DRAWING THE OTHER SUPERPOWER 
INTO CONFLICT AND INTERNATIONALIZING IT. AMB YOUNG 
POINTED OUT HE STRONGLY SUPPORTED USG POLICY OF SENDING NON- 
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LETHAL AID TO ZAIRE, STRONGLY FAVORED KEEPING NON- AFRICAN 
POWERS FROM DIRECLY PARTICIPATING IN THE CONFLICT. AND HAD 
SUPPORTED IDEA OF SADA ENCOURAGING MOROCCO TO PROVIDE KIND 
OF ASSISTANCE TO ZAIRE WHICH IT IS NOW DOING. (CONFIDENTIAL— USUN 
1221. 1201, 1223)

4. ISRAELI ROLE IN AFRICA AND OTHER MATTERS - 

ISRAELI PERM REP HERZOG, IN CALL ON AMB YOUNG, SAID HE 
PRINCIPALLY WISHED TO MENTION A COUPLE OF IDEAS ABOUT POSSIBLE 
USEFULNESS OF A RESUMED ROLE FOR ISRAEL IN AFRICA. 

FROM THE ISRAELI POINT OF VIEW, RECENT 
DEVELOPMENTS IN AFRICA HAVE MADE CLEAR THAT THE MAIN 
THRUST OF SOVIET FOREIGN POLICY AT PRESENT IS TOWARD 
AFRICA, NOT THE MIDDLE EAST, WHERE ITS INITIATIVES 
HAVE BEEN STALEMATED. HE DESCRIBED THE RELATIVELY LARGE, 
HIGHLY SUCCESSFUL ISRAELI PRESENCE IN AFRICA BEFORE THE 
AFRICANS BROKE RELATIONS, AND SAID CUBANS, WITH THE GENERAL 
SUPPORT OF THE SOVIET UNION, ARE CONCENTRATING ON MANY 
OF THE SAME AREAS WHERE ISRAEL HAD THE STRONGEST POSITION. 
ISRAELIS BELIEVE AFRICANS ARE FULLY AWARE OF THE DESIGN 
OF THIS MOVE AND ARE SINCERELY FRIGHTENED. IN RECENT PRIVATE 
CONVERSATIONS, MANY INDIVIDUAL AFRICAN LEADERS, REFLECTING 
WORRIES ABOUT COMMUNIST PRESENCE, INDICATED THEY WANT 
TO REESTABLISH RELATIONS WITH ISRAEL BUT FEAR BEING ISOLATED 
IN THE AFRICAN COMMUNITY AND ARE CONCERNED THAT THE US 
WILL NOT BACK THEM UP. HERZOG SAID THE ISRAELIS HAVE

TURNING TO THE HORN OF AFRICA. HERZOG SAID EGYPT, BY SUPPORTING 
THE ERITREAN DISSIDENTS IN ETHIOPIA, IS FORCING ETHIOPIA 
INTO THE ARMS OF THE SOVIETS. THE EGYPTIANS ARE IGNORING 
THE SOMALI FACTOR, WHICH IS OF KEY IMPORTANCE. CONCERNING 
THE ISRAELI RELATIONSHIP WITH SOUTH AFRICA, HERZOG STATED 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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CATEGORICALLY THERE ARE NO ARMS IN THE SOUTH AFRICAN 
INVENTORY MANUFACTURED IN ISRAEL. HE ALSO COMMENTED THAT 
OVER 50 PERCENT OF THE WHITES ARRESTED FOR ACTIVITIES

HE SAID ISRAEL WOULD BE GRATIFIED IF THE US MADE A STATEMENT 
ON SOVIET HUMANRIGHS VULNERABILITIES IN THE CONTEXT 
OF THE CSCE IN ECOSOC, AND HE HOPED THAT THE US, ALONG 
WITH OTHER WESTERN DELS, WOULD REFRAIN FROM 
ANSWERING THE RECENT LETTER FROM THE PALESTINIAN COMMITTEE.

5. RHODESIAN SANCTIONS COMMITTEE - 

ANNUAL DEBATE ON HOW TO DIVIDE THE COMMITTEE'S TIME BETWEEN

WHEN CHAIRMAN KIKHIA (LIBYA) SUGGESTED FOLLOWING THE 1976

THEIR MILITARY PRESENCE THEIR, INCLUDING THE DISMANTLING 
OF ALL THEIR OVERT AND COVERT MILITARY BASES, SHOULD BE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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DEMANDED, HE STATED. THEODORACOPOULOS (GREECE) EXPRESSED 
HIS COUNTRY'S DESIRE TO DO ITS UTMOST TO COOPERATE WITH 
THE COMMITTEE, AND SUGGESTED THAT THE CONFERENCE SHOULD 
HAVE A UNIVERSAL CHARACTER BECAUSE THE MATTER IT WOULD DEAL 
WITH WAS OF UNIVERSAL CONCERN. 

12. ECONOMIC COMMITTEE - 

THE COMMITTEE COMPLETED ITS WORK APRIL 22, AFTER ADPTING 

RESOLUTIONS (1) WHICH AS AMENDED, RECOMMENDED, "ROLE 

OF POPULATION AND IMPORTANCE OF PUPULATION POLICY 

AND ACTIVITIES IN THEIR RELATIONSHIP TO THE ESTABLISHMENT 

OF A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER" SHOULD BE 

INTEGRATED "INTO THE GOALS, OBJECTIVES, POLICY MEASURES 

AND TARGETS" TO BE CONTAINED IN ANY NEW INTERNATIONAL DEVELOP 

MENT STRAGETY, AND (2) RELATING TO WORK OF THE COMMITTEE 

OF EXPERTS ON THE TRANSPORT OF DANGEROUS GOODS, AS PROPOSED 

BY THE UK AND ORALLY REVISED. THE COMMITTEE ALSO TOOK 

NOTE OF THE REPORT OF THE POPULATION COMMISSION. THE 

FRENCH REPRESENTATIVE MADE A STATEMENT ON POPULATION 

QUESTIONS, AND RESERVATIONS ON THE POPULATION 

DRAFT WERE EXPRESSED BY REPRESENTATIVES OF THE SOVIET 

UNION, JAPAN, YUGOSLAVIA, US, ARGENTINA, ALGERIA AND 

POLAND. USDEL (MOUSKY) SAID US SUPPORTED THE GENERAL 

THRUST OF THE RESOLUTION BUT DID NOT THINK 

THE DRAFT SHOULD HAVE EXPRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF POPULATION 
POLICIES AND ACTIVITIES ONLY IN THE CONTEXT OF ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT. WITH REGARD TO THE REFERENCE TO "A NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER" INSOFAR AS THE REFERENCE RELATED TO UN 
RESOLUTIONS ON THE SUBJECT, THE US MAINTAINED ITS WELL- 
KNOWN POSITIONS ON THOSE RESOLUTIONS.

RIMAINATION OUTSIDE OF AFRICA AGAINST POEPOES OF YELLOW AND 

BLACK SKINS AND MIGRANT WORKERS. AUSTRALIA WOULD BE REPRESENTED 

AT THE MAPUTO CONFERENCE AND HAD MADE A FINANCIAL CONTRIBUTION TOWARD 

THE COSTS OF THE CONFERENCE. BYELORUSSIA FULLY SUPPORTED THE 

WORLD CONFERENCE, AND ALGERIA HOPED THAT THOSE DELS WHICH 

HAD EXPRESSED RESERVATIONS ON THE PREPARATORY SUBCOMMITTEE'S 

REPORT WOULD UNDERSTAND IT IS NO LONGER NECESSARY TO MAINTAIN 

THEM.
